To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing;  and  to  vote 
on  final  amendment  proposals  of  the  Gilmanton  Zoning  Ordinance.

a.  the  1984  BOCA  Basic  Building  Code,  as  amended;

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MINUTES  OF  THE  TOWN  MEETING  MARCH  12,  1985 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  10:00  A.M.  The  war- 
rant was  read  by  the  Moderator  and  it  was  voted  to  hold  the  adjourned  meet- 
ing of  the  articles  of  the  warrant  on  March  16,  1984,  at  7:30  P.M.  at  the 
Gilmanton  Elementary  School.  Ballots  were  unsealed  by  the  Clerk  and  given 
to  the  ballot  inspectors  for  counting.  The  ballot  box  was  shown  to  the  voters 
as  being  empty.  It  was  voted  to  open  absentee  ballots  at  7:00  P.M.  and  to 
close  the  polls  at  7:00  P.M. 

1.  By  Ballot.  635  ballots  cast. 

2.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Eighty- 
two  Thousand  Four  Hundred  Thirteen  Dollars  to  defray  Town  charges  for 
the  ensuing  year,  of  which  sum  $2,000.00  will  be  withdrawn  from  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds  to  offset  expenses  for  the  Academy  repairs,  and  $180,413.00 
will  be  raised  by  taxes.  ($182,413.00) 

3.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  incur  debts  for  Temporary  Loans  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  any  State  or  Federal  monies 
that  may  be  available  to  the  Town. 

5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  contract  for,  and  accept 
any  and  all  grants  of  disaster  aid  from  the  Federal  and/or  State  governments 
as  may  become  available  during  the  year,  and  to  expend  such  funds  for  the 
purposes  for  which  they  are  received,  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  this  article. 

6.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  for  the 
Civil  Defense  organization  for  the  ensuing  year,  with  full  realization  that 
should  a  major  emergency  be  created  more  money  will  have  to  be  used  for 
said  purpose.  ($200.00) 

7.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seventy-four  Thousand  Three 
Hundred  Fifty-seven  Dollars  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Gilmanton  Police 
Department.  $74,357.00  ($500.00  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee.) 

8.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eleven  Thousand  Two  Hundred 
Dollars,  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  1985  Police  Cruiser.  $11,200.00  (Not

39.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  behalf  of  the  Town  to 
enter  into  a  cooperative  agreement,  pursuant  to  RSA  Chapter  53-A,  for  the 
purpose  of  joining  together  towns  and  cities  in  a  joint  and  cooperative  ef- 
fort for  the  disposal  of  solid  waste  in  a  manner  which  will  meet  federal  and 
state  regulations  and  for  the  economical  and  efficient  recovery  of  energy  from 
said  solid  waste  disposal.  The  Cooperative  to  be  formed  under  the  coopera- 
tive agreement  will  be  designed  the  "Concord  Regional  Solid  Waste/Resource 
Recovery  Cooperative".  A  copy  of  the  current  draft  of  the  proposed  cooper- 
ative agreement  is  posted  with  the  warrant  and  is  available  at  the  Town  Offices 
during  normal  business  hours.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  specifically  autho- 
rized on  behalf  of  the  Town:  (a)  to  execute  and  deliver  the  cooperative  agree- 
ment (with  such  changes  therein  from  the  posted  agreement  as  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  approve,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen's  execution  thereof)  and  such  other  instruments,  docu- 
ments, and  agreements  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  deem  necessary  or 
desirable  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  of  the  cooperative  agreement;  (b) 
to  cause  to  be  performed  all  obligations  which  may  from  time  to  time  he 
required  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  cooperative  agreement;  and  (c)  to  take 
action  relative  thereto. 

40.  A  report  was  given  by  John  Dickey,  Chairman  of  the  Gilmanton  Acade- 
my Lease  Study  Committee,  (report  will  follow  the  minutes)  It  was  voted 
the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  Selectmen  will  create  a  Town  Building  Com- 
mittee to  oversee  all  Town  Buildings. 

Amounts  enclosed  in  parentheses  are  amounts  approved  by  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  meeting  the  meeting  was  adjourned 
at  8:35  P.M.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires 
throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading  causes 
were  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law 
may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1 ,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that 
will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  tim- 
ber tax  forms.

It  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  members  of  the  Gilmanton  Corners  Fire 
Department.  Many  training  sessions  have  been  held,  sponsored  both  in  the 
Department  and  throughout  the  Lakes  Region  Mutual  Aid  System.  Four 
members  successfully  completed  the  twelve  week  NH  State  Certified  Fire- 
fighter Program  and  three  members  are  currently  enrolled  in  a  120  hour  Emer- 
gency Medical  Technician  course. 

The  Department  reinstituted  its  live-in  student  program  for  students  en- 
rolled in  the  Fire  Science  Degree  Program  at  the  NH  Voch-Tech  College. 
There  are  currently  two  students  living  at  the  Corners  Station  who  provide 
great  assistance  to  the  Department. 

A  Junior  Firefighter  Program  has  been  developed  for  interested  young- 
sters ages  15  to  18.  The  Department  currently  has  3  Junior  Firefighters  who 
contribute  their  time  and  enthusiasm  in  many  non-firefighting  activities. 

This  year  the  Department  purchased  the  following  equipment:  four  pock- 
et pagers,  one  portable  radio  and  one  new  replacement  air  compressor. 

Every  year,  the  hours  necessary  for  training  and  equipment  and  station 
maintenance  increase.  As  always,  the  members  of  the  Department  encourage 
interested  individuals  in  the  community  to  participate  in  the  activities  of  the 
Department.  Anyone  interested  in  also  joining  the  Department  may  contact 
any  member  for  further  information.  The  members  of  the  Gilmanton  Cor- 
ners Fire  Department  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Gilmanton 
for  their  encouragement  and  support.

1985  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  holds  regular  meetings  on  the  second  Thursday  of 
each  month  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  dates  and  agenda  of  all  meet- 
ings are  posted  in  advance  in  both  Town  Post  Offices.  Minutes  of  all  meet- 
ings are  kept  and  are  available  for  inspection  in  the  Town  Clerk's  and 
Selectmen's  Offices.  All  meetings  are  open  and  the  public  is  invited  to  attend. 

Subdivision  activity  within  the  Town  during  the  past  year  can  be  summa- 
rized as  follows: 

Residential  subdivisions  approved:     14 
Total  new  lots  in  approved  subdivisions:     21 
Average  new  lot  size:     15  acres 
Boundary  line  adjustments  approved:     5 
Subdivisions  applications  denied  or  withdrawn:     2 

The  Board  met  regularly  twelve  (12)  times  and  conducted  seven  (7)  on-site 
inspections  of  the  lands  to  be  subdivided.  The  Board  also  held  four  (4)  work 
sessions  and  two  (2)  public  hearings  to  draft  various  amendments  to  the  Zon- 
ing Ordinance,  including  adoption  of  the  BOCA  Building  Code  and  Life  Safe- 
ty Code,  for  ballot  vote  presentation  to  the  Town  in  1986. 

In  addition  to  offering  assistance  and  advice  to  numerous  citizens  during 
the  year,  the  Board  continued  to  work  on  proposed  changes  to  the  Subdivi- 
sion Regulations  for  citizen  review  and  comment  at  public  hearings  and  adop- 
tion by  the  Board  in  1986.

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LAKES  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSION 


The  new  director  for  LRPC  came  on  board  in  early  spring.  His  name  is 
Kim  Koulet  and  he  brings  to  us  a  breadth  of  experience  in  community  and 
regional  planning.  The  New  Hampshire  Legislature,  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years,  voted  a  modest  appropriation  for  the  regional  (as  opposed  to  local 
technical  assistance)  portion  of  the  Commissioner's  work.  Each  planning  com- 
mission in  the  state  was  asked  to  submit  a  proposal  for  the  use  of  the  state 
money.  LRPC's  efforts  are  focused  on  lake  and  shoreland  management.  A 
number  of  towns,  Gilmanton  among  them,  made  small  appropriations  in 
addition  to  their  regular  membership  assessments  in  1985  to  get  this  work 
underway.  Now  at  last  the  state  has  begun  to  recognize  its  obligation  to  con- 
tribute to  the  management  of  its  public  waters.  Most  of  the  effort  thus  far 
has  been  focussed  on  working  with  state,  local  and  private  interests  to  de- 
velop shoreland  and  water  protection  plans,  and  ordinances  to  implement 
them,  to  preserve  the  quality  of  the  water,  wildlife  habitat,  dock  and  moor- 
ing control,  and  aesthetics.  Although  Gilmanton  has  no  shoreline  on  the  large 
lakes  in  the  region,  we  do  have  several  good-sized  ponds  whose  preservation 
is  of  great  importance  to  the  town. 

The  Commission  is  also  monitoring  developments  in  the  current  legisla- 
ture session.  There  are  a  number  of  bills  concerned  with  water  quality  preser- 
vation and  monitoring,  docks  and  moorings,  and  boating  in  particular  that 
are  of  major  concern.  Lakes  Region  legislators  have  taken  a  leading  role  in 
developing  and  sponsoring  some  of  this  legislation. 

In  this  period  of  rapid  growth  throughout  the  region,  towns  are  feeling 
the  need  for  technical  assistance  in  planning  and  administration.  LRPC  is 
working  on  a  proposal  to  provide  such  expertise  on  a  "circuit  rider"  basis. 
A  number  of  towns  have  expressed  interest  in  the  concept  for  planning,  en- 
gineering, building  and  health  officers  and  the  like. 

Gilmanton  is  feeling  the  pressure  of  development  as  are  other  towns  in 
the  region.  As  growth  threatens  to  outstrip  town  facilities  and  services,  LRPC 
expects  to  assist  towns  in  updating  master  plans  and  developing  capital  im- 
provement programs,  which  are  required  before  a  town  can  adopt  growth 
management  regulations.  LRPC  will  continue  to  bring  a  regional  perspec- 
tive to  town  management  and  decision-making,  and  to  represent  common 
concerns  of  Lakes  Region  communities  at  the  state  level. 

Gilmanton's  second  commissioner,  Lucille  Collins,  no  longer  lives  in  town. 
Therefore  there  is  a  vacancy.  I'm  sure  the  Selectmen  would  be  glad  to  hear 
from  any  citizen  interested  in  representing  Gilmanton  at  LRPC.

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Report  of  the  Gilmanton  Academy  Study  Committee 

A  four  member  study  committee  was  established  by  a  vote  of  the  1983 
Town  meeting.  The  function  of  the  committee  was  to  work  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  on  negotiating  a  long-term  lease  for  space  in  the  Gilmanton 
Academy.  The  1984  Town  meeting  voted  to  continue  the  function  of  the  com- 
mittee for  another  year. 

During  the  past  year,  the  committee  accomplished  the  following: 

1.  A  public  information  meeting  was  held  in  October,  1984  to 
receive  suggestions  from  townspeople  relative  to  options  for  future 
use  of  the  academy  and  its  maintenance  needs.  Many  valuable 
suggestions  were  made  at  that  meeting. 

2.  Based  in  part  on  the  comments  made  during  the  October  pub- 
lic meeting,  an  application  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Office  of  State  Planning  for  Federal  funds  to  con- 
duct a  detailed  feasibility  study  of  the  Academy.  If  the  applica- 
tion had  been  funded,  it  would  have  allowed  for  a  detailed 
architectural  and  engineering  survey  of  the  building,  preparation 
of  cost  estimates  and  the  development  of  alternative  plans.  Un- 
fortunately, the  application  was  not  among  the  few  in  the  State 
which  were  funded. 

3.  Several  times  during  the  course  of  the  year,  the  committee 
contacted  the  Village  Bank  of  Gilford,  the  bank  initially  interest- 
ed in  leasing  space  in  the  building.  As  recently  as  March,  1985, 
they  still  expressed  an  interest  in  leasing  space  in  the  building. 
However,  they  felt  it  would  be  at  least  an  additional  year  before 
they  could  make  any  firm  decision. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  consider  the  cre- 
ation of  a  permanent  Town  Building  Committee.  The  function  of  the  com- 
mittee would  be  to  work  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget 
Committee  to  develop  recommendations  and  budgets  for  yearly  maintenance 
and  improvement  needs  for  not  only  the  Academy,  but  all  Town  buildings.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining, 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Gilmanton 
School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  as  listed  in  the 
accompanying  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such 
tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  con- 
sidered necessary  in  the  circumstances.

There  were  a  total  of  22,639  lunches  served  with  milk  and  additional  10,940 
half-pints  of  milk  were  used  by  students  at  a  charge  of  15C  under  the  Special 
Milk  Program.

The  kitchen  staff  headed  by  Joanne 
Patch  and  ably  assisted  by  Bernadette  Tibbetts  work  very  hard  to  control 
expenses  and  have  certainly  been  responsible  for  the  success  of  the  program.

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LETTER  FROM  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Dear  Fellow  Citizens, 

1  am  pleased  to  make  the  following  report  on  the  1985-86  year  at  Gilman- 
ton School.  Our  students  are  continuing  to  learn  in  a  disciplined  and  educa- 
tionally demanding  environment  with  an  outstanding  staff  under  the 
competent  direction  and  dedication  of  Principal  Thomas  Brunelle. 

The  School  Board  is  continuing  to  set  annual  goals  for  the  School  District 
and  significant  progress  has  been  made  in  many  areas;  a  few  which  are  high- 
lighted below. 

1 .  School  Library.  With  the  addition  of  our  librarian  and  community  com- 
mitment to  update  and  enlarge  our  library  resources,  major  progress  has  been 
made  in  creating  a  productive  effective  school  library. 

2.  Textbook  Review.  As  part  of  our  continuing  program  of  textbook 
review,  the  Reading  Program  has  been  evaluated  and  updated  this  year. 

3.  Computers.  Use  of  computers  has  become  a  fast  growing  area  at  Gil- 
manton School.  Effort  has  been  made  to  see  that  every  student  has  received 
some  exposure  to  computers  and  a  comprehensive  program  is  anticipated. 

4.  Science  Program.  A  major  goal  this  year  was  to  begin  to  evaluate,  create 
and  eventually  maintain  a  strong  Science  Program  at  Gilmanton.  Much  work 
has  been  done  and  is  continuing  in  the  area  of  Science  curriculum  and  text- 
book evaluation  and  review. 

5.  Pre-Algebra/Algebra  Courses.  In  an  effort  to  strengthen  the  transition 
of  our  eighth  grade  students  to  high  school  math  programs,  a  pre-algcbra 
and  algebra  course  is  now  offered  to  eligible  seventh  and  eighth  grade  stu- 
dents. Our  students  will  now  be  afforded  the  same  opportunities  as  other 
eighth  grade  students  entering  the  high  school  program. 

6.  Instructional  Music  Program.  As  part  of  our  existing  music  program, 
interested  students  are  now  afforded  the  opportunities  to  receive  instrument 
instruction  and  also  participate  in  a  school  chorus. 

Our  basic  programs  at  Gilmanton  are  strong  taught  by  a  staff  committed 
to  high  standards.

Community  volunteers  continue  to  be  of  significant  value  to  our  school, 
giving  their  time  and  support  wherever  it  is  needed. 

Two  important  committees  were  created  by  the  Board  this  year;  a  SPACE 
NEEDS  COMMITTEE  —  to  evaluate  the  future  space  needs  of  our  growing 
school  and  a  SECONDARY  NEEDS  COMMITTEE -to  evaluate  our  high 
school  program.
